a. The prior art of record Gupta discloses all the elements in the claims. 

Regarding the limitation "during a logical synthesis stage, generating a network graph from a logical representation of the circuit 
design", Gupta discloses this limitation, i.e., fig 1 teaches a digital/logical synthesis flow/stage (see pars 001 1 , 0023); and during this 
digital/logical synthesis flow/stage, a network graph (equate to program graph as fully explained in final office action) being generated by 
the CODE TRANSFORMATION OTIMIZATION block 102 (see par 0024, result of step 102 is a is an intermediate code, such as a 
program graph ) from a logical representation of the circuit design (i.e, functional specification) 

b. Although the applicants fail to address the second 102 rejection based on the prior art of record/applied Cronquist (US pub. 
2004/0068331) cited in the final office action; the examiner, after reconsidering the rejection based on Cronquist, finds that Conquist 
discloses all the limiations recited in claims 1, 13-14 as detailed in the final office action.
